“THE PHILIPPINE .° 


Tho following letter, written hy Gener t 
Chaffee t) Major. Health, of Montana, “has 
been accorded somewhat -wide- ciroulation’ in 
the United States., It-contains a precise and 
clear statomont of the views. of the Military 
Govenor, and sams up the situation in a 
plaia, matter-of-fact way, without any stlempt 
to overdraw or to conceal the “trath. The 
general evidently las okt to believe ‘that 
Governor . Taft himeclf is discouraged. 
Genera) Chaffse's ormmmimtion is dated at 
San Fernando, Jalund of Luxvu, September 
16. and is in part as follows :— * 

“J will endeavour to give you an ideo 
of. the situation hor» us per your request 
of the 1 th ultimo. You know, Major, 1 am 
not given to w iting lengthy epistles, bat in 
your case I will make an exception. Since 
coming from Chins I have given the problem 
of tha gove nment of the Philippines careful 
consideration. Tt seemed to-me at the beginn- 
ing that a.big task wasin store foras. I am 
of the same opinion still, Admiral Dewey I 
believe it waa who asid that the Filipinos wore 
better fitted for olvil government than the 
Cubans, I haveevery respect for the Admiral, 
but I feel sure that in this statement he is con- 
siderably mistaken. In the . first place, the 
educated Filipino is more of a Spanisrd in his 
ideas, tastes, and religion than anything lee, and 
Amorican occupation is not to His liking. He 
moy profess lore for the United States, but is. 
gisd of any opportunity-. to nssnil ns 
from tho rear. - Agninaldo. is one-of this olnss. 
and- a man in whom I would, put no 
faith. ‘Too much ‘consideration hus already 
boon shown him, The religion of the Filipinos 
is another sorious cunsideration. The people in 
general are dfraid Amorican gupremacy ‘and 
government. moans Protestant control and 
growth, Of oourse, there is. nothing in this, 
but the tiles isimplanted in the minds of the 
people und constitutes a vory serious obstacle in 
“he way of securing parmanent pence. Onr 
government should have some influence . with 
the Vatican toward destroying this. silly yot 
trouble-breeding idea. You ask me when, iu 
my opinion, the greater p wt of the troops will | 
be withdrawn, I- wish I could but answer 
you with aby degree of definitencss. Tho same 
query wes propounded by General Corbin when 
he waa told that the force should not be reduced 
below the 30,000 lavel for at lesst five years. BE 
am of the opinion that at lasst that. number of 
mon will be required for a much longer time, 
perhaps for a quarter of a contury,, When you 
give consideration 6 the character of the Lerri- 
tory to bo held, ns wallas to the fact that at least 
half of: the population is semi-wild and have no 
conception of » government of any description, 
you will understand what we ore up against. 

“Some of the officisls here profess to have 
great fnith in the prosent civil government, 80 
far as it has been establ shed, bat I an afraid it 
is not working wall. Governor Taft took hold 
with wonderful onergy,and he i¢a man of remurk- 
able ability, but Tem afraid he is almost losing 
odurage. In dozens of places where municipal 
yoverument hus been establishod and placed in 
the hands of the natives, it has follen flat when 
activa Amorican support was withdrawn. The 
nativea are oot to fe trusted ; that is the chief 
drawback. Governor Taft may resign his placo 
at almost any time. He has not suid so in os 
many words. but the climnty is not to his liking, 
and f'am eure ha is disheartened with the way 
things ero going on his lines. It seoma from 
your fetter that you are dewply interested in 
the.educational plan proposed by our Govern- 
mont. It was a very uniqne idea and 1 have 
hope that in time it will fulfill the expectations 
of its originators but the timé is not yet ripe- 
in my opinion, for the work of the school tea- 


cher, [ nlean referring to the island as » whole. | 


To and around Manila, Dagupsn and _LIhoilo

A NEW DYNAMITE GUN. 


—————— 


A Now York telegram says:—Highly suc- 
cessful tests of a new dynamite gun of destrno- 
tive powers in exceas of any weapon hitherto 
designed have just been privately conducted by 
a special board of officers of the Bureau of 
Ordnance of the United States army at Fisher's 
Island. The Government has for several ‘years 
been engaged in.the erection on Fishers Island 
of fortitications on a colossal scale, intended to 
make the oustern entrance to tne Sound im- 
pregnable to naval attack and secure the safety 
f ail the cities along the Sound from New Lon- 
jon to New York. In this aystem of defence the 
new dynamite gun, which is mounted a0 a: ta 
cover the channel*betwoen Fisher's Island and 
Plom Idland, on which heavy batteries have also 
been erected, is expected to play an important 
part. Tho utmost secrecy hae teen enforced 
by the Government relative to the works on 
Fishor's Island, and the Government has not 
made public theas tests ‘The gun, which wes 
built in Scranton, Pa., was recently installed 
in u battery at the western end of the island. 
It is of tue same pneumatic typo as the guns of 
the batteries now in position at Sandy Hock 
and San Francisco, being forty feet long, with 
a calibre of fifteen inches, but embodies many 
new fvatores, including rapidity of action and 
accuracy of fire. A new type of fuse: has also 
been supplied which’ assures absaclute precision 
of explosion of the shells both oa impact and 
hy delay action. Tho tests were made before 
a board consisting of Mujors McNutt ond 
Birney of the Burean of Urdvance and many 
artillery offcers from the forts in the -vicinity. 
With.‘the fall calibre projectile the gun 
proved ils ability tao harl 500 pounds of 
nitro-gelatine said to be sufficient to sunihilate 
any battleship afloat, a distance of about 3,000 
yords, with o degres of accuracy not excelled 
by tho Isteat types of heavy rifled ordnance. 
‘Two days were devoted to the tests. The firat 
shot hurled a. six-inch shell, carrying fifty 
pounds of explosives, a distance of 5,163 yards, 
buréting on inpavt with the water und sendin
